Last Spring General Connor went to 
St. Louis and the military autborities io 
that clty agreed to furnish bim a large 
force with which to operate against the 


River. With this assurance be returned

tional force in season to be of use in bis 
campaign, he started with only 250 men, 
intending to effect a junction on the 
Yellow Stone with the commands ef 
Cols.
